Sicklos Spoaks for BHIL

The report of the committes on noermanent
organizuticn  was !n‘l\!t\ﬂlﬂll wnd adonteqa,
Gieneral Dantel E. Sieklos was made perma-
nont chaleman, and whet hoe was Introduced
by Chalrmun Beabeo ho was given an ovation.
Gienoral Sicklos suid tho democracy of New
York and the nation approached the prosi
dantinl enmpnign of 1502 with o doep senso
of responsibility, imposed on thom by tho
elgnnl victories of 1800 and 1501, He could
not fafl 1o see that the marifost purposoe of
tho peoplo of this country was to disulss the
republican party from furthor control of the
federal governmont, Tho state of Now York
tad often had the grand fortune to be hon-
orod by the cholee of one of 11s eltizens as
the cinmpion of the national democracy. If
ngain invited by their comrades in other
states to out forward a ecandidate for the
chiol magistrey of the oation, Lhey wore
prepared to ask thelr suffraces for nstates-
man whose record already  placed him in the

roup mado tlustrious by the names of Van

turen, Wright, Marey, Sevmour and Tilden,
Thoy should present tho pume of o lender
whoso banner was inseribed with many
victorles and under which the damocrncy of
Noew York nover had been and never will be
dofented —the leader who  was electod to the
sennte of the United States without tho ex-
penditire of o dollnr; a londer loved becuuse
tho enemics of the democratic party hated
und fearcd him; n leader in whom the voteran
soldlors had always found n stoad fnst Triend;
i leader whoso success was always tho
triumph of his varty ; a leader whose clection
Lo the prosidency of the United States would
give to the people ne agministeation guided
by the principles, the traditions ot Jafferson
and Jackson,

James W, Ridgeway of Kings county next
hauded up the report of the committes on
resolutions.

preparstion of the list of pational delegates
and alternutes-at-large wod by districts,

u the band feit & murmur snd saw the
white sen of faces turned obavkward loward
the entrances and the strains of & stirrug
alr broke out from the throats of brass in-

struments, The murmur arew In volume
and at last three moving figures were soon
pushing through the crowd at the end of the
aislo and the pale face of Senator «lill was
dlacoverad. They came to a standing posi
tion, KEvery man of the floor and many of
the ladies In boxes were on thale feel waving

shirk o deadly grapple with the republican
rovolutionists, whose bahiners no longer fly
the taciff of 1554, but fly the mod Meliinle
laws apa the wild Sterman lnw and |norﬁ
us from the citadels of power,

“Tho cause of tariff refovm hos lately made
& great practical advance. Seerotary Man-
ning 1n his last report of 1554 ad sised con-
gress o begin practical toviff reform by a
single act—an wel for free wool, an not un-
taxing the clothimg of about 60,000,000 people.
One yoar later, in 1557, the scceretary's report
wius ‘wrlt large’” fu s messagn of the presi-
dent. Now, five yvoars later, one of our most
enlightoncd economists, Davia A, Waells,
wriles to the chairman of ways and means

that the path  of progress  which
Searotary Mauning bluzed first {s the true
path,  Its o maxim of sound policy, better

fitted to win welections than to losa thom.
Better divido into ensy chapters the lesson
of o long campalen of odogation, Abolisn,
whaonever you can, ono after anothor, ons 1u-
defensible tax at o time, This is true pro-
gross,  In the suceess of our cause we may
now be hottor assurea."

WILL BUCK THE BOSS.

Autl=HIl Moen Organize wnd Address the
Demoorits ol the State,

Aunaxy, N. Y., Fob. 92 —In the recess -
terim of the stute conveation nt Bloosker hall,
the anti-winter convention men gathored at
Unton nall on Eagle streot, only a block from
tho exocutive moenslon. At 2:80 Hon,
Charles 5. Fualrohlld, as chairman of the
colnmitte @ of fifty, calied the meeting to
order and submitted a statement in the
vature of & report as chalrman of that com-
mittoe,

Ho suid the comittes, In pursuance of the
instructions giveu at tuo Cooper unlon mass
meoeting in New York, reguesied the state
central committes to dissolve the convention
callea for tnis day aod the committes
had  declined. la  antlclpation of such
action by the stute commitles the
muass  meoting haa ionstructed the com-
mittee of Hfty v tako such measures as
might seom udvisable to seoure a proper
reprosontation of demoeracy of the state at
the Chicago convention. Coatinuiug, he
said: “Your work of todav will, [ velleve,
be such that you will meet agals with count-
loss thousands of your fellow domoorats In-
spired with bigh porposes and high hopoes
for our beloved party.'

Bossed by the Machine,

Mr. Fairohild prosented Mr. Locke of Buf-
fulo as chalrman, He sald, on taking the
chalr: “In  the history of parties
It becomes mnecessary for good  citl.
zens to mssert and miintaln their rights.
Such an  occaslon  now confroutea the
domocracy of New York. Its organization
bad been seized by uuscrupulous repre-
senlatives of @ more faotion and had been
used ns an instrumont to frustrate the wiil
of majonty.”

The ordinance Introduced by Councitman
Elsassor ordering the relocating of twenty-
alx useleas tire hydeants, and for which that
gontloman muado A Nght, 4 dead. Winle b

The ordinance was introducod at the regu-
Iar meeting of tho éouncil held Jannary 29
and was refervesd to the commiites on  fire
and water —Monroe, chnirman, Bruner and
Fowell, Forthree long weoks it romalned
Inthe hands of that coimmitten, o bo re-
ported back (ast Toesday night with tho
roecommondation that it go on e, The mo.
tion provailed and that eoded the fate of the
ordinanes,

Thoe ordinance providodsthnt the byarants
should be taken up and located as  follows:
One from the corner of Fifleonth and Wirt
strents, 10 b looated on Sixteenth, between
Californin and Webster, from the corner of
K ifteonth and Sooncer strocts, to bo looatod
on Sixtoenth botween Californin and Cuss;

Mpr. Monroe, tha chalrman ol the cominit.
Lee, statod thut the objection to the ordinauce
wias that it robbod the Seventh ward of hy-
drants and broughtthem into tho beart of the
city.

The recorn shows that the ordinance, bud
it passed, would have resulted in the removal
of seven hydrants from the Fivst ward, six
from the Second, two from the Filth and
cloven from the Seventh ward., At the samo
timo It would hove causea the location of
threo hydrants in the Fivst ward, fourin the
Second, twe in the Third, thirteen in the
Fourth snd four in the Fifth,

A glince at the map shows that the eon.
tlemplated romovals were ull from tho out-
skirts of the eity, in isolated and sparscly
sottled distriets,

Mp., Monroe raised another objection and
salg that the emmmittee hind not looked over
the ground, but would witkin the pext
month, In eompany with the chiel of the
fire department he would visit all portions of
the eity and decide what gdrants could ba
rolocited without inllicting ony Injury upon
any portion of the civy. In bis opinfon there
wire ot least 100 hydrants that could bo re-
lgented, as there wore that many that wero
usoless on fecountof being n long distance
from any residence or business house, He
bad some doubts about the council having
anthority to tuke out hydrants on which the
city  wis  paying i roeutal of §60
por aunum and reloeating thom as intarmoe-
diato hyvdreants on which the rental would bo
but £10 per annum, the price stioulated in tho
charter granting tho franchiso to tho water
works company, Mr., Monron stated that
when he had made up his mind upon thesa
points Lo would report an ordinance res
locating all of tne useless hydrauls iu the
city.

Mr. Elsasser looked ot tho matterin an
altogatnor difforent lght, He hnd takon
Jeeal nayiee upon the subject af the relooa-
tion of fire hydrants ana was positive that the
city had o legal right to go Inte suy portion
of the aty aund ke up useless hydrants
for the purpose of relocating them, providoo
Ltho new location  was upon the lino of soma
existing water main, In ordering out
hydrants no partiality had been shown to
ward any  parbeular ward, The Seventh
ward would hoave 108t the most hydinnts hnd
the ordinance passed, but thoy would hoave
been taken from places whoro thero were no
houses anid would not be during the noxt five
venrs nnless the city had an unprocedented
growth,

The iden was to bring mostol the hydrants
into the business portion of the city for the
purpssge of affording bettey five protection to
the business wen and their property, They
were not 1o e located on street coruers, hut
oan alley lines where  thoy would
be known as intermodiate nydrants on whicn
tho city would pay an annusl rental of §10
per annuin,

Tho oy hnd that lind of o contract with
the wotor works company ond thers wus
nothing ta prevent such a removal,

Mr. lsnssor had hgovea on the cost of re-
moving and resetting hydranls, It wounid bo
from $10 wo $15 for each hydeant, whieh
wounld elude the expensoof digging ouf,
haullng to the pew location, rosetting wnd
connecting with the mains,  Hal the oedi-
nuneo passed, on the pwentyssix hydrants tho
pity would have savad #010 the frst your, s
the reatal in the new location would have
winounted o but #2060 inswad of §1,000 as In
thelr presont locations,  The sxpenso of set-
ting would pol have boen more thun g ot
Lo most.

The city, Mr, Eisasser said, bhad sol a num
